Althougli the memorandum of agree- 
ment between England and Russia fails 
to please certain political factions, there 
can he no doubt that with a large 
majorj.ty of the people of Great Britain 
it meets with- beEirtjr approval The 
opponents of Beaconsfield ask what the 
Government have gained by obtaining 
a vote of credit for six millions sterling, 
by shipping Indian troops to Malta and 
by constituting England tho champion 
of international law? Tho reply to 
these interrogations is simple and 
amounts' in few words to this : If Eng- 
land had not assumed a resolute, almost 
defiant attitude, Russia would doubtless 
have gone beyond tho treaty of San 
Stefano and ere this would have occu- 
pied Constantinople and continued her 
characteristic policy of aggression. But 
by the memorandum signed by Lord 
^lisbuiy and Count Schouvaloft' such 
a state of aftairs. has been rendered 
next to impossible. By it numerous 
changes in tho condition of peace have 
been eflected, important alterations 
made with reference to tlie administra- 
tive an-angements of European Turkey 
and Constantinople has been relieved of 
influences which, had tlie treaty of San 
Stefano been carried out as Russia 
originally intended it should be, might 
have, and in all probability would have 
provetl fatal to its independence. Tho 
Anglo-Russian agreement also divides 
Bulgaria into two parts, the Northern 
portion stretching from tho Danube to 
the Balkans being virtually independent 
of Constantinoplo ; tho soutliorn, not 
quite touching tlio ^-Egean Son, not hav- 
ing much greater powers of self-govern- 
ment than were proposed at tlie pre- 
liminary Constantinoplo conference. 
Under tho memorandum it is also 
agreed that England, as well as Russia, 
shall liavo a voice in determining tho 
admuiistrative arrangements of tho 
Balkanpeninsula, and it isstipulated that 
Russia shall not have the sole voice in 
determining what class of self-govern- 
ment shall be given to the Greek Prov- 
inces. Tho treaty of San Stefano is 
therefore very materially modified and, 
so far as concerns the Bulgarias, has 
been virtually repealed. Russia has 
deemed it prudent to make important 
concessions to England and by the 
memorandum of agreement the British 
Government has pined much in Euro- 
pean Turkey. But vnth respect to the 
Asiatic provinces .still more im- 
portant stipulations have been con- 
sented to by Russia at Eng- 
land's .instigation. An assurance has 
been ''extracted from the Emperor 
that the Russian frontier shall not bo 
extended further than Armenia in 
Asiatic Turkey. Bayadiz and tho Val- 
ley of Alaslikert are to bo rolinquiahed, 
but the Emperor will be permitted to 
occupy Batoum Mid to retain his Ar- 
menian conquests. Tho promise with 
referenceto the Russian frontier is amost 
important pledge, and its being made 
to England individually is a recognition 
on the part of Russia that England has 
a right to protect Turkey in Asia, and, 
as Lord Salisbury adds, that the duty 'of 
' guarding that portion of the Ottoman 
Empire will in future "rest in a special 
manner on England." It is thus ap- 
parent that the memorandum is a vir- 
tual extension of England's power in 
tho east; and inasmuch as Russia has 
signed a document which admits Eng- 
land's right of guardianship over Asia 
Minor, it is certain that internal re- 
forms will bo at once accomplished and 
the misrule which has disturbed Ar- 
menia for many years will bo no long- 
er tolerated. If, therefore, tlie memor- 
andum did nothing more than record 
an expression from Russia that Eng- 
land, has a peculiar right to demand 
guarantees' for the good government 
and safety of Turkey in Asia — if tliis 
were all it did the admission Avould in 
itself be of great moment. But as we 
have shown in the former part of this 
article the concessions made by Russia 
to England with reference to the gov- 
erhinefit of the Provinces of European 
Turkey are highly important. In the 
future history, tlierefore, of tho Otto- 
man Empire, England is destined to 
play an important part. She is des- 
tined not only to act as guardian for 
Asiatic Turkey, but to keep in 
check the aggi-cs.';ive jiroclivities of 
Russia. Tlieso are responsibili- 
ties she could never have as- 
sumed had the Governnient been 
weak and vacillating, or had the 
"peace at any price" partj'' lieen per- 
mitted to liold tho reins of power. 
The bold, unswerving, if not defiant at- 
titude taken by England at a most 
critical' juncture has had its desired ef- 
fect; it has raised her immeasurably in 
the estimation of the great powers, and 
has groujied around her interests of in- 
calculable value to her from a national 
standpoint.

A Chicago represen- 
tative of the strikers on his way to New 
York stopped over at Hornellsvilloand 
said to his friends tliat they ought to 
take the property of the rich, and they 
ought especially to break open tho 
hanks, take all the money and divide it."

Mr. Homfray, C. E. , sends us the fol- 
lowing statement: — The eclipse will take 
place at Victoria on Monday tho 29th at 
tho following hours, clock tune: The 
moon's first contact willbegin on tho north- 
ern right hand edge of tho sun at about 
12.25 noon; middle of eclipse, 1.37 p.m.; 
end of eclippo, 2.50 p.m. About Ilk out 
of 12 parts of tho sun's diameter wdl bo 
covered by tho moon. The moon's dark 
shadow during a total eclipse of the sun 
averages 234,0W miles in length and at 
tho surface of tho earth 100 miles in width 
and pjisses across tho earth from west to 
east, so that tho eclipse will be first scon 
in tho west. Tho eclipse will bo total 80 
miles on each side of a line dra^m through 
Siberia where it is first soon, Behring 
Straits, Sitka, Fort George, Virginia City 
and on to tho Gulf of Ble.xico to a little 
north of Jamaica, where the moon's shad- 
ow loaves tho earth and the eclipse ends. 
Two thousand miles on each sido of that 
lino it will bo visible as a partial eclipse, 
and those who live north of tho moon's 
dark shadow or total eclipse limit, will see 
tho Bouthorn portion of tho sun eclipsed; 
and those who live south of it will soo tho 
northern portion of the sun eclipsed. At 
tho time of greatest darkness tho ther- 
mometer will probably f;dl fifteen degrees 
and dark spots may bo visible on the sun. 
Along the lino of total eclipse tho heavens 
will bo shrouded in darkness and tho stars 
and planets bocomo visible, the flowers 
closing their petals, tho birds going to 
roost, and tho animal tribes becoming ag- 
itated and a general gloom overspreading 
tlie landscape.

The Sydney Aforniiuj Herald, in its 
date, Juno 20, contains the following 
items of interest: 

VICTORIA. 

Duncan Livingstone, a relation of 
tlie explorer, was killed at Castlemaine, 
by falling down a .shaft. Tho popula- 
tion of Victoria at the end of March 
as 803,379, tho males in tlie majority 
00,000. — A draft of the new Coii- 
stitulioii bill was submitted to the 
Cabinet on June 10th. — Severe gales 
ha\ c prevailed on the const and much 
damage has been done to shipping. — A 
Government proposition is mooted of 
connecting every centre of population 
and production 'oy railroad with tho 
seaboard.- — -A hostile press criticism has 
been excited a^inst and for suggestion 
of the Commander of the ship of war 
Cerebus to run the gauntlet between 
the Heads into Melbourne Harbor, with 
the shore batteries opened in attack, 
none but SO-jiounilers being u.sed. Tlie 
captain guarantees [)erfcct safety to his 
ship and crew. 

NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Tiie New South Wales Parliament 
has been been prorogued to Tuesday, 
tho 13th of August. — Of late years the 
surplus at the command of Government 
has been sudicient to enable them to 
abstain from borrowing money under 
the various Acts of tho Legislature 
pns.sed for that purpo.se. Sums amount- 
ing in the aggi-egate to .£1,325,000 have 
been advanced from surplus revenue to 
e loan fund, and of this amount no 
.ss than iv225,000 have been advhnced 
uring tho hint si.x months. The Gov- 
rnment have still a large surplus at 
16 command of the Parliament; but 
ley have determined to avail themselves 
of the borrowing power, and to raise 
the loan in London. — The death is an- 
nounced of the llev. W: B. Clarke, dis- 
tinguished in literature, and still better 
as a geologist. — The reports from the 
pastoral districts speak of the condition 
of the stock as fair, the pasture becom- 
ing scarce, and the water.;gupply plenti- 
ful. '.There.' is" rib disejise among the 
flocks or herds. 



The Angrlo-Russlaa Agrreenoat. 

The London Globe prints the text of 
the agreement between tho Government 
of England and Russia signed at the 
Foreign Otlice on the 30th of May. 
Tho agreement comprises two Memor- 
anduims. Tho title of the first Memor- 
andum is, "Project of a Memorandum 
determining the points, upon which an 
understanding has been established be- 
tween tho Governments of Russia and 
Great Britain, anU which -will sen'O as 
a mutual engagement for the Russian 
and English Plenipotentiaries at the 
Congress. " 

After a preamble expressing the do- 
sire of the Rus.sian and English Govern- 
ment to establish an understanding that 
may obviate tho settlement of the 
Eastern Question by the sword, the 
Memorandum goes to state : — 

(TllANSL.VTION.) 

"1. England discards tho longitu- 
dinal division of Bulgaria, l)ut the rep- 
resentative of Russia reserves to him- 
self to point out tho advantages of it 
to the Congress, promising, iievertheles.s, 
not to insist upon it against the de- 
finitive opinion of England. 

"2. Tho arrangement of the boundar- 
ies of Soutliorn Bulgaria should bo 
modified in such a manner as to remove 
them from the yEgean Sea, aceordingto 
the southern delimitation of the Bul- 
garian provinces proposed by the Con- 
ference of Constantinople. This does 
not concern the question of tho frontiors 
so much as it refers to the exclusion of 
tho littoral of the ^^Egcan Sea — that is to 
say, to tho west of Lagoa From this 
point to the c^ast of the Black Sea the 
discussion of the frontier will remain 
free. 

"3. The western frontiers of Bulgaria 
should be rectilied upon the base of 
nationalities so as to exclude from that 
province the non- Bulgarian populations. 
The western frontiers of Bulgaria ought 
not to pass in principle a lino traced 
from close to Novi- Bazar to Koui*sha 
Balkan. 

"4. Tlic Bulgaria replaced in tho 
limits which arc mentioned in tho points 
2 and 3 shall bo divided into two {h-o- 
vinces — namely: — The one to the north 
of the Balkans .should be endowed with 
political autonomy, under the govern- 
ment of a j)riiice; and the other to the 
south of the Balkans should receive a 
largo mcaaure of administrative self- 
government [antonoinie aduiinintralivf) 
— for instance, like that which exists 
in English colonies — ^with a Christian 
governor named with tho acquiescence 
of Europe for five to ten years. 

" 5. Tho Emperor of Russia at- 
taches a peculiar importance to the re- 
treat of tho Turki.sh army from South- 
ern Bulgaria. His Majesty does not 
see any security or guarantee for the 
Bulgarian population in the future if 
the Ottoman troops arc maintained 
there. Lord Salisbury accepts the re- 
treat of the Turki.sh troops from South- 
ern Bulgaria, but Russia will not ob- 
ject to what is enacted by the Congress 
respecting the mode and the cases 
where the Turkish troops weyild be al- 
lowed to enter the Southern Province 
to resist an iasuri-ection or invasion, 
whether in a state of execution or in a 
stato of menace. England, neverthe- 
less, reserves to herself to insist at the 
Congress on the right of the Sultan to 
be able to canton troops on the fron- 
tiers of Southern Bulgaria. The rep- 
resentative of Russia reserves to him- 
self at the Congress completo liberty in 
the discussion of this last proposition 
of Lord Salisbury. 

" G. Tho Briti.sli Government de- 
mands that the superior odlcers f chefs 
.•?!</)e)-i'eM«^ of the militia in Southern 
Bulgaria should be named by the 
Porte with tho consent of Europe. 

" 7. Tlie promises concerning Ar- 
menia stipulated by the Preliminary 
Treaty of San Stefano should not he 
made exclusively to Russia, but to 
England also. 

"8. The Government of Her Britan- 
nic Majesty taking, as well as the Im- 
perial Government, a warm interest in 
the future organization of the Greek 
provinces of the Balkan Peninsula, the 
article 15 of the Preliminary Treaty of 
San Stefano sliall be modified in such a 
manner that the other Powers, and no- 
tably England, may have, like Russia, 
a consulting voice in the future organi- 
zation of Ejiiru.s, Thessaly, and the 
other Christian provinces reciting under 
the Dominion of the Porte. 

" 9. In so far as the war indomiiity 
is concerned, His Majesty tho Emper- 
or has never had the intention of con- 
verting it into territorial annexations, 
and he does not refu.so to give assur- 
ances in this respect. It is understood 
that tho war inilemnity will not de- 
prive tho English Govennnent of its 
rights as creditor, and it will in this 
respect remain in the same state that 
it stood before the war. Without con- 
testing the final decision which Russia 
will take with respect to the amount of 
the indemnity, England reserves to 
herself to point out to the Congress tho 
serious objections which she sees to it. 

"10. As to the valley of Alashkert 
and the town of Bayazid, that the valley 
being the great transit route for Persia, 
and having an immense value in the 
eyes of the Turks, His Majesty tho 
Emperor consents to restore it to them; 
but he has dcnuinded and obtained in 
exchange the cession to Persia of the 
little territory of Khotour, which the 
Commissioners of the two mediatory 
Courts have found just to restore to 
the Shah. 

"11. The Government of her Bri- 
tannic Majesty would liave to express' 
its profound regret in the event of Rus- 
sia insisting definitively upon the retro- 
cession of Bessarabia. As, however, 
it is sufficiently established that the 
other signatories to the Treaty of Paris 
are riot readj' to sustain by arms tho 
delimitation of Roumania stipulated in 
that treaty, England does not find 
herself sufficiently interested in this 
question to bo authorized to incur alone 
the responsibility of opposing herself 
to the change proposed, and thus she 
binds herself not to dispute - the deci- 
sion in this uenso. In consenting not 



to contest tho desire of tho Emperor 
of Russia to occupy the jiort of Batoum 
and to guard his conquest in Armenia 
the Government of Iler Majesty do not 
hide from themselves that grave dan- 
gers, menacing tho tranquillity of tho 
populations of Turkey in Asia, may 
result in the future by this extension of 
the Russian frontier. But Her ma- 
jesty's Government arc of opinion that 
the duty of protecting the Ottoman 
Empire from this danger, which hence- 
forth will rest largely (d'une iiwsure 
speciale ) upon England, can bo ell'ected 
without exposing Europe to tho calam- 
ities of a fresh war. At the same time 
tho Government of the Queen take cog- 
nizaneo of the assurance given by His 
Imperial Majesty that in future the 
Russian frontier will be no more ex- 
tended on tho side of Turkey in Asia. 
Her Majesty's Government being con- 
sequently of opinion that tho modifi- 
cations of the Treaty of San Stefano 
approved in this jVIemorandum suffice 
to mitigate the objections that they 
find in tho treaty in its actual form, en- 
gage themselves not to dispute the arti- 
icles of the Preliminary Treaty of San 
Stefano which are not modified by the 
tho ten preceding points if, after the 
articles have been duly discussed in 
Congress, Russia still persists in main- 
taining thorn. 

" It may bo that during the discu.s- 
sions in Congress the two Govermnents 
may find it preferable to introduce of a 
common accord fresh modifications 
which it would bo iuipo.ssible to fore- 
see ; but, if tlio understanding resiiect- 
ing these now moditicalions bo not es- 
tablished between the Russian and 
English Plenipotentiaries, the present 
Memorandum ia destined to serve as a 
mutual engagement in Congress for the 
Plenipotentiaries of Russia and Great 
Britain. 

" In faith of which this document 
has been signed by the Russian Am- 
bassador at London and the Principal 
Secretary of Stato of Her Britannic 
Majesty. Done at London the 30th 
of Slay, 1878. " Sciiouvalokf. 

" Salisbury." 

Tho second ^Memorandum forms an 
annex to the first, and was signed by 
both Plenipotentiaries on the same 
date. It runs as follows : 

" Besides the stipulations of the pre- 
ceding IMeniorandum, the British Go\'- 
ernment reserve to tliem.selves to point 
out to the Congress the following 
points : — 

"(o) The English Government reserve 
to themselves to demand of the Con- 
gress the participation of Europe in the 
administrative organization of the two 
Bulgarian Provinces. 

"(i) The English Government will 
di.scuss in Congress the duration and 
tho nature of the Russian occupation of 
Bulgaria and of the passage through 
Roumania. 

"(c) The name to bo given to tho 
Southern Province. 

"(t/) Without touching on the terri- 
torial question, the British government 
reserve to themselves to discuss the 
questions of tho navigation of the Dan- 
ube, in which matter England has rights 
by treaty. 

"((;) Tho English Government reserve 
to themselves to discuss in Congress all 
questions relative to the Straits. But 
the Russian Ambassador at London 
takes cognizance of the verbal com- 
munication which he has made to the 
Principal Seretary of State — that is to 
•say, the Imperial Cabinet stands by tho 
declaration of Lord Derby of the Gth 
of May, 1874, and notably; — 'The ex- 
isting arrangements made under Euro- 
pean sanction which regulate the naviga- 
tion of tlie Bosphorus and the Dar- 
danelles appear to them (the British 
Government) \yisc and salutary, and 
there would bo, in their judgment, 
serious objections to tlieir alteration in 
any material particular. ' And the Rus- 
sian Plenipotentiary will insist at tho 
Congress on tho status quo. 

' (f) The Engli.sh Government will 
address to his Majesty the Sultan a 
request to proniiso to Europe to protect 
equally on Mount Athos the monks of 
other nationalities.

England is excitetl over the secret 
treaty with Turkey — mora excited than 
Russia is; and not without reason. In 
fact, this treaty and the portion of-, the 
tho San Stefano treaty which has been 
accepted by tho Congress at the Berlin 
constitute together precisely such an ad- 
justment of the Oriental relations of 
Russia and England as was proposed 
by the Cxar Nicholas in 1823, and 
then rejected by England with a great 
fiourish of trumpets and even with a 
specific reclaration against it from Lord 
John Russell, based on tho ground that 
it would not bo fair for England to 
make a "secret treaty" with one of the 
powers to negotiation in which several 
others had an equal interest. In 
January 1 823,tho Czar Nicliola.s with had 
tho British ambassador, Sir George 
Hamilton Seymous, several personal 
conference, which bccaino somewhat 
famous, as. reported in Seymour's dis- 
patches and laiil before Pai'liamcnt. 
In those conference the emperor stated 
clcaaly his own opinions of tho conditi- 
on of the Ottoman empire and of the 
necessity of tho great powers wcro under 
of providing against the event of its 
actual collapse. Ho spoke of it as 
moribund, and the designation of the 
sultoii as "the sick man" orignated 
with him in those conference, lie be- 
lieved the political and social condition 
of Turkey to bo beyond remedy; said so 
plainly, and proposed that Russia and 
England — a great continental and a 
great maritime power — should come to 
an understanding as to the attitudes 
they would respectively hold. . He de- 
sired to be dominant toward Constantin- 
noble as agains Austra; and agreed to 
give England Egypt, and stand by her 
as against France. 

Nicholas propesed all this before the 
Crimean war, and England denounced 
it as infamous; and now after having 
made that war, and, after havihg seen 
another far more bloody waged on tho 
same issue after twenty -five years of in- 
flective struggle against tho Tiivitable, 
England acceds at last to the policy of 
the Czar, and even scizees upon it with 
a cry of triumph. For the settlement 
is substantially what Nicholas sketched 
— Engltnd takes a hand with Russia 
stripping the dying sultan of his dom- 
inions. Nicholas offered her Egypt, 
and the principal significance of the 
j)O.SHession of Cyprus is that it is a guar- 
sntee for Egypt, and the Egj'ptain can- 
al. On the other hand what tho treaty 
of Berlin accords is Russia ascendency 
in the Balkan countries and tho enter- 
ing wedge of Russian advance in Ar- 
menia Bud England scorned this when 
.she might have had it by* a fair agi'cc- 
ment between dominant powers only to 
glory over it when gained by trickery. 

If Russia does not protest against 
England treaty, if she assents to it, it 
is because her chancellor prcceives that 
it is simply a flat repudiation of what 
might remain of the treaty of Paris, 
and an adoption by England at last of 
tho jiolicy always urged by Rusaia. It 
is not Ru.ssia's cue to defend or protect 
tho treaty of Paris. It was a treaty 
that simply recorded the results of a 
war made against her. How, then, 
should she quarrel with actionthat tends 
to erase it from the records of Europe t 
Neither can it bo expected that any 
Russian statesman should a.ssumc a 
fierce a.spect to sec England rush with 
tho air of a conqueror to burst through 
the door that Russia placed ajar 22 years 
ago. 



The 'Wost Ooast of Africa. 

Liverpool, Juno 22. 

Tho Senegal brings the following in- 
telligence, dated Whydali, May 22: — 

"The King of Dahomey has refused 
to pay the 200 puncheons of oil, the 
balance of the fine, and has intimated 
his refusal to the British authorities. 

"The Swallow was at Whydah and the 
Pioneer and Forester only a few miles 
off. A surf boat was being prepared 
on board the Forester to proceed to the 
village with an ultimatum to tho King 
that if the fine was not paid the block- 
ade would be resumed. Seeing tho de- 
termined attitude of the English, the 
French. Admiral had communicated with 
tho French traders ofAVhydah advising 
them to pay the fine, as serious injury 
would result to their trade if the blocjv- 
ade 'was begun again. It was expected 
that this advice would be followed."
